After we talked, | went back and looked at some of the records. You had asked why we determined the
application to be complete in March of 2004 and not back in April of 2003. The answer is procedural. We
actually determined the application to be administratively complete on February 25, 2002. This was
never overturned so we were doing a technical review which was subsequently sent out on April 9, 2003.
It took a long time for the company to respond to this review. Due to the amount of time and the
substantial information that we received on February 26, 2004, we felt it appropriate to reaffirm the
Determination of Completeness and require the Company to republish a notice in the paper and provide
for a new public comment period. Thus we sent out a new Determine of Completeness on March 26,
2004. Sorry, this was not in the files when you came in. It had not been filed yet, but it is there now.
